The  man  who  protests  his  honesty 
overmuch  falls  under  siupicion.  "By 
their  works  ye  shall  know  them"  is  a 
good  enough  iflotto  for  politicians, 
not  by  the  way  they  voke  or  their  self 
estimate.  Honesty,  after  all.  is  simply 
*  question  of  public  duty  and  tkoui  i 
be  taken  for  granted  in  all  those  who 
attain  public  office.  To  be  dubbed 
"honest"  may  be  only  a  mark  of 
derision  just  as  schoolboy  nicknames 
are  oftcn-^^e  antithesis  of  the  true 
meaning  they  seek  to  describe.  This 
phrase  of  well-meaning  in  offices  of 
political  trust  and  emoliitnent  is  not 
a  new  one  but  is  as  old  as  government 
itself.  It  ia  not  eoough  to  ba  well- 
meaning  and  honest  in  politics,  as 
Edmund  Burke  once  explained  with 
convincing  logk.  What  be  aaid 
stands  as  a  classic  on  this  subject  and 
may  still  prove  an  inspiration  or  a 
reproach  to  the  politician  who  rejoices 
iu  the  title  of  .honest   We  quote: 

It  is  not  enough  in  a  sitiution  of 
trust  in  the  commonwealth  that  a 
man  means  well  to  his  country;  it  is 
not  enoogh  that  in  his  single  person 
be  never  did  an  evil  act,  but  always 
voted  according  to  his  conscience,  and 
even  hdrangucd  against  every  design 
which  he  apprehended  to  be  preju- 
dicial to  the  tat^resta  of  his  country. 
TU»  innoxious  and  ineffectual  char 
BCter,  that  stems  formed  njion  a  plan 
of  apology  and  disculpation,  falls 
niiserabls  vhi.ii  ,.f  the  mark  of  ptihlir 
duty.  '!':.'  '  ■  ^  M.iniU  an't  1 1 
quires  that  what  is  right  shi.iuld  not 
only  be  made  known,  but  made  pre- 
valent; that  what  is  evil  shoold  not 
only  be  detected,  but  defaatad.  When 
the  public  man  omits  to  put  himself 
in  a  situation  of  doing  his  duty  with 
etTe<  t,  It  Is  an  omission  that  fruklrates 
the  purpose  of  hrs  trust  almost  as 
mucTi  as  if  he  had  formally  betrayed 
it  It  is  surely  no  very  rational 
a<  eount  of  a  man's  life  that  be  haa 
always  acted  right  but  has  )aken 
special  care  to  act  in  feuch  a  manner 
that  his  endeavors  could  not  posiihly 
he  productive  cif  any  consequence.

So  happy  and  contented  there 
are  these  thst  I  do  not  believe  they 
could  possibly  exist  In  the  Outslds 
world.  What  a  woaderful  hold  the 
North  has!  It  Is  simply  overpowering 
for  me.

CALCUTTA.  l>ee.  II. — Sir  Rabln- 
draaath  Tagore.  poet  aad  educator, 
has  condemned  the  proposed  wreck- 
ing of  the  legislative  councils,  snd 
questioned  the  pussiblllty  of  any 
adequate  self -government  tn  India 
on  account  of  the  difflculUes  between 
Hindus  and  Mohammedans.  He 
advocated  the  building  up  of  new  and 
indepeadeat  Inatttuttoaa  laataatf  of 
trying  to  wroek  thoae  now  in  exis* 
tenee,  and  held  the  rsgoaoratlea  of 
rural  life  to  be 
national  reform. 

The  one  problem  of  the  day,  said 
the  poet,  was  the  taeatloa  of  Ulnda^• 
Muslim  unity.  Ho  ooaoldorod  that  thd 
leaders  of  tho  eoaatry  had  not  yet 
been  able  to  arrive  at  any  practhutl  or 
permanent  solution  of  this  prohletn, 
snd  was  thoroughly  convinced  that 
until  the  question  has  been  effectively 
solved  all  efTorts  to  establish  self* 
government  will  t>e  wasted.  He  stated 
emphatically  that  be  waa  aot  gap  •( 
thoae  who  thootbt  fraadom  IMli 
foreign  rule  would  iaunedlate^  gotVP 
all  India's  dlflicttlues.
